Honolulu, April 30.—Post war par­ 
leys were in session hero Tuesday.

Connecting Radio Dry Cell 
Batteries 


There arc several tubes on the market 
of different voltages, and tho novice is 
often perplexed just how to connect, the 
dry cells to suit the tubes. The WTM I 
and 12 tubes are 1%-volt tubes, and op­ 
erate on one or more dry cells, one cell 
being usually provided for each tube. If 
two or more cells are used for more than 
one tube, they are connected in parallel, 
as shown in Fig. I. No m atter how many 
dry cells are connected together in this 
way, the total voltage always remains 
1H.

When two or 
more 3-volt tubes are used, it is good 
practice to use two dry' cells for each 
tube. connecting them in series-parallel, 
as shown in Fig. 3.

Removing Paint and Varnish 


The most efficient method of removing 
old paint and varnish is to bum the sur­ 
face with a painter’s blowtorch. The heat 
causes the film to soften and it can then 
be scraped off easily. This method, how­ 
ever, can only be used on flat surfaces, 
and where a slight, scorching of the wood 
is not objectionable. 
A hot solution of 
caustic soda (concentrated Ive), I lh. to 
the gallon of water, is also efficient. This 
should be applied with a fiber (not 
bristle )brush until the paint softens. This 
.solution is very hard on the hands, and 
also raises the grain of the wood, and sur­ 
faces treated with it .should be thoroughly 
washed and dried before repainting. 


A Good Drying Oil 


To Va gal. of water add I lb. of sugar 
of lead (poison—lead acetate). 
8hake 
occasionally, and when the lead is dis­ 
solved add 2 qt. of water; then filter the 
solution and add 3 gal. of raw linseed 
oil. 
Stir in I lb. of powdered litharge, 
shake it often and then let it stand for 
several days. The oil found on top will 
be the drying oil, and it must be poured 
off into another vessel.

Pennsylvania farmers to the num­ 
ber of 5,246 have availed themselves 
of loans totaling $15,798,969 from fed­ 
eral land banks and joint stock land 
banks since these agencies were first 
established by law, according to the 
Sears-Roebuck Agricultural Founda­ 
tion. These loans are safeguarded by 
606,158 
acres 
of land in the state 
having an 
appraised 
valuation 
on 
land and buildings of $42,136,019. 
The 
entire 
range of farm life is 
covered in the purposes for which the 
loans were secured, states the founda­ 
tion. 
Seventy-four per cent of the 
loans were used for the payment of 
mortgages, 12.5 per cent for the pur­ 
chase of land mortgaged. 5.5 for the 
payment of

debts, 3.5 
for 
buildings and 
improvements, 
2 per 
cent for implements and equipment, 
and 0.5 per sent for the purchase of 
livestock. 
Total loans closed by these agencies

this, federal land bank loans totaling
